There are a couple of interesting follow-ups to the review of Vladimir Dedijer's 
The Road to Sarajevo in GRAUBTARK #144. one is the death, on 23 January 1968, of Ivo 
Jlrahjcevic , dm of Gavrilo Princip's accompliceig in the tyrannicide of 28 June 1914. 
Kraftjcevic, who was 19 at the time, was sentenced to 10 years in prison for his role in 
the plot* 

Eranjcevlc (pronounced "Krants eviteh" , with the "n« palatalized like the Spanish 
"n con tilde") was involved in a curious incident during the trial. The Austrian gov- 
ernment was attempting to prove that the tyrannicide w G s plotted by Serbians intent mn 
annexing tho South-Slavic regions of the Habs-burg Hap ire. But '*lvo" is a distinctly 
Eravat noma* So, in the newspaper accounts of the trial, his first name appeared as 
"Milan", a Serbian' name. 

The other news report relevant to The JEoad to Sarajevo deals with its amthor. Br. 

Sedijer had been invited to give a series of lectures at Boston University. However, 

the State Department has denied him a visa, explaining that "a visit here by him at 

this time would be untimely". This distinguished historian, who has been outspoken in 

the defense of intellectual liberty in his own Yugoslavia, and of peace in all the 

world, has become yet another casualty of our governments senseless and conscienceless 

warfare against a suppositious "international Communist conspiracy 1 *.

▲ BRIEF HISTORY OF THE GRAND EEJCHY OF BMUCOUILLON - XVI 

%en James VI of Scotland came to the JJiglish throne in 1603, he began to crusade 
against the newly introduced habit of tobacco. This campaign liegan to have repercus- 
sions in distant Beaucouilion. The .elderly Cardinal d'Avino advised Grand luke Gany- 
medes Till "to bringe unto himself e„all manera of smugleres and canny pedlars," where- 
with to prbv-yde moanes for purveying tobacco into ye Brytysshe Isles, that in despyte of 
Kyng James his ordinances and ordnances, wee may bee factors of tobacco unto all his 
reaumes, to outre own grete profytte", Ganymedes rejected this advice, saying "yt is net 
meete», that wee m a souveraine prynce should soe undermyhe another souveraine prynce', 
and especiallie one whose manner of pryvate living doth so agree and conforms wyth owre 
own;" 

However, in 1605 Ganymedes was poisoned by his nephew and. successor Fortunato XI, 
who felt' that in» thus rejectting a chance to tarn a ducat for the Grand Duchy his prede- 
cessor was unfit *to rule* , Soon he gathered at his court certain young Englishmen who 
"wore most dyscomf ited by Kyng James, and shewed "theyr disaf feet ion by a strange manere 
of dress, wherebye they wente clene-shaven., and wore theyr hayre clipt short, and theyr 
trewesers of loose cut, and dyd most •ontinuallye smoak tobacco". These men smuggled 
into England not only tobacco in despite of the r»yal ban,, but also introduced new 
fashions o£ dancing and music "the whych dyd most greatly affright "ye Kyng and ye Es- 
tates, soe that they dyd rant abawt .ye,, •wtlandish m&neres of ye yowthe, and mayke mlckcS. 
sport of theyr dreSSe and theyr protest ayenst ye banne on tobacco, and ayenst warro". 
But, despite the best efforts of the King, the smugglers brought in so much tobacco thjj 
tho fcan became unenforceable. By the time it wtis repealed, Beaucouilion had profited 
to the extent of 15 million ducats.
